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THE WILLIAM HAYES FOGG ART MUSEUM 
OF HARVARD UNIVERSITY 

THE Copley Square building of the Museum of Fine Arts was closed on Sunday, May 2. The 
removal of the collections had already begun, and it is hoped that the new building on the Fenway 
may be open to the public during October next. In order that the people of Boston and visiting strangers 
may see something of the Museum collections meanwhile, the Committee on the Fogg Museum of 
Harvard University have kindly offered to exhibit during the summer a number of important pictures and 
sculptures from the Museum in Boston. The offer has been accepted by the Trustees of the Museum 
of Fine Arts, who gladly devote the present issue of the Bulletin to a description of the Fogg Museum 
and its contents. A list of the objects lent by the Museum of Fine Arts will be found on the last page. 



The Museum 

THE Fogg Museum was founded by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Fogg of New York, in memory of 
her husband, whose name it bears. The fireproof 
building, situated in the Harvard yard near Memo- 
rial Hall, was completed in 1895. 

The building is two stories high, with a large 
lecture room attached. On the ground floor is a 
medium-sized hall used for original Greek marbles 
and for casts, and also five smaller rooms. The 
upper floor has a gallery and four smaller rooms 
for the exhibition of works of art, and for adminis- 
tration. Owing to the growth of the collections, 
the building is now inadequate. It is hoped that 
some day wings may be added which will greatly 
increase the usefulness of the building. 



Early American Portraits in Memorial 
Hall 

NONE of the paintings of the early American 
school in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
were brought out to the Fogg Museum for the 
summer, partly owing to the lack of room and partly 
because there is in Memorial Hall, near the Fogg 
Museum, a very good collection of pictures by the 
early American painters. Smibert and Blackburn 
are represented. There are a number of fine 
Copleys, and also paintings by Stuart, Trumbull, 
Stuart Newton, Chester Harding and others. 
Some of the paintings are interesting because of 
the people represented, but others, notably the 
Copleys, are well worth seeing on account of their 
artistic merit.
